Hotel Construction Begins 
Next to Greenway Center 


What is going on next to Gre- 
enway Center, where a large sec- 
tion of the parking lot has been 
fenced off? A new long-term 
stay hotel, Woodspring Suites, 1s 
now under construction at 7480 
Greenway Center Drive. The 
hotel should be complete by the 
end of the summer, said Jessica 
Bellah, Greenbelt’s community 
planner. 

Said Bellah, “The construction 
of the new hotel provides a dif-

ferent type of hotel accommoda- 
tion (long-term stay), increases 
tax revenue and redevelops an 
existing parking lot with more 
green space and active land use.” 

The finished hotel will be 
five stories with more than 124 
rooms, with adjacent parking over 
roughly 3.03 acres. Included will 
be a fitness center, a lobby com- 
plete with a gathering and central 
common space, a laundry for 
guests and a market. The rooms 


will each include a kitchenette 
with a two-burner stove, wall 
mounted microwave, refrigerator 
and sink. 

Prince George’s County Plan- 
ning Board (PGCPB) adopted the 
formal resolution and the detailed 
site plan during their meeting 
on September 29, 2016. Accord- 
ing to Bellah, the deliberations 


focused on three key concerns:

Artifacts of First Lady’s Visit 


Now at Community Center 


On December 9, 1937, First 
Lady Eleanor Roosevelt made a 
surprise visit to the new town of 
Greenbelt. To celebrate the 80th 
anniversary of her arrival, the 
Greenbelt Museum has incorpo- 
rated contemporaneous accounts 
of the visit into a seasonal holi- 
day exhibit in the display case 
in the Community Center lobby. 
There is an article from the De- 
cember 15, 1937, issue of the 
Greenbelt Cooperator detailing 
Mrs. Roosevelt’s day in town, 
under the headline “First Lady 
Makes Surprise Visit Here!” Her

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own account of the day in her 
“My Day” column is also dis- 
played. 

Roosevelt was accompanied 
on her visit by Dr. Will W. Al- 
exander of the Farm Security 
Administration, and her tour was 


led by town manager Roy Braden 
and assistant town manager Kline 
Fulner. She visited a first grade 
classroom at the school (the 
building that is now the Commu- 
nity Center), as well as the tem- 
porary cooperative store, which 
would evolve into the predeces- 
sor of today’s Greenbelt Co-op 
Supermarket. As she toured the 
town, the First Lady took a spe- 
cial interest in the story of a 
Works Progress Administration 
(WPA) worker with gardening 


experience, who salvaged many

Council, Developer Discuss 


Plans for Greenbelt Crossing 
by Jill Connor 


At a Greenbelt City Council 
worksession on Wednesday, De- 
cember 6, NVR, Inc. presented its 
new proposal for 7010 Greenbelt 
Road, called Greenbelt Crossing. 
After the meeting it appeared its 
future is still up to NVR, the par- 
ent company of Ryan Homes, just 
as it was 10 years ago. 

NVR representatives presented 
their new plans for the property. 
At the start of the meeting draw- 
ings were presented of a tree- 
enclosed lot of 60 townhomes 
in a 16-foot style (16-feet wide) 
with a garage in the back of 
each home and two floors of liv- 
ing space above. Throughout the 
worksession the proposal changed 
as the history of the property and 
the needs of Greenbelt in 2017 
and beyond were discussed. 

History 

After NVR purchased the land 
in 2004 it entered into a contract 
to sell the property to Lincoln

Properties once it was developed. 
There was a closed nursing home 
on the property that was in disre- 
pair. The zoning of this property 
did not then permit construction 
of the proposed project. In order 
to obtain the city’s support for 
the needed zoning changed, the 
developer agreed to a number of 
covenants on the property. The 
plans were to put in 90 two-level 
condominium units, similar to the 
property over at Greenbelt Sta- 
tion, which was not yet built at 
the time but was in the develop- 
ment stage. 

However, although the zoning 
change was approved in 2006, 
the company did not move for- 
ward with the project as the re- 
cession caused Lincoln Properties 
to walk away from the project, 
according to Tom Haller, attorney 
with Gibbs and Haller, represent- 
ing NVR.

Scrap Maglev Plans 

This is a response to the letter 
‘Embrace the Maglev’ written by 
Robert Snyder and published in 
the December 14 edition of the 
Greenbelt News Review. 

According to Snyder, an event 
at the Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School (ERHS), which he did 
not attend, turned out to be an 
SCMaglev opposition rally. We 
attended the event and feel this 
characterization is not accurate. 
The event provided a forum for 
an informative discussion about 
the Baltimore-Washington Rapid 
Rail Superconducting Magnetic 
Levitation Train Project (“the SC 
Maglev Project’). 

The SC Maglev Project is 
only the first segment of a new 
maglev rail route that could ex- 
tend from Boston to Charlotte, 
N.C. 

According to Snyder the SC 
Maglev Project will complement 
existing rail systems. We do not 
agree. We contend that this proj- 
ect will put at risk the substan- 
tial investment in passenger rail 
transportation that is already un- 
derway for the corridor between 
Baltimore and Washington, D.C. 

The Federal Railroad Adminis- 
tration (FRA) has already started 
a program to establish a frame- 
work for future investment in 
the Northeast Corridor (NEC) 
(the railway system from D.C. 
to Boston) through 2040 and 
beyond. As mayjority-owner of 
the NEC and a key stakeholder 
in the FRA program, Amtrak has 
expressed concerns about the SC 
Maglev Project. One concern 
is that the project will compete 
for financial resources needed to 
complete upgrades on the corridor 
between Baltimore and Washing- 
ton. Amtrak has already taken 
out a $2.5 billion loan with the 
FRA to purchase new high speed 
trains and construct the infrastruc- 
ture needed for high speed rail 
service between Baltimore and 
Washington. Another concern is 
that the technology behind super- 
conducting maglev has yet to be 
commercially proven. 

The three routes under con- 
sideration are new routes specifi-

cally for the SC Maglev Project, 
and will impact communities in 
Prince George’s and Anne Arun- 
del Counties, including Bowie, 
Laurel and Greenbelt. These 
routes are a concern due to the 
adverse impact they will likely 
have on trees, wildlife habitat, 
Open space and property values. 

The proposed SC Maglev 
Project will not reduce regional 
automobile traffic or reduce con- 
gestion and greenhouse gas emis- 
sions. With stops only in Wash- 
ington, Baltimore-Washington 
International Airport (BWI) and 
Baltimore City, it will not serve 
intra-regional traffic which makes 
up the majority of automobile 
trips in the region. The costs 
to ride the train would eliminate 
the average commuter or leisure 
traveler. 

Governor Hogan recently met 
with Bowie Mayor G. Frederick 
Robinson and city officials to dis- 
cuss their community’s concerns. 
Who is addressing Greenbelt’s 
concerns? 

We encourage the public to 
attend community meetings such 
as the one held at ERHS, and 
to request our city council hold 
additional worksessions where 
the public can ask their elected 
officials questions and hear them 
state clearly their position on the 
SC Maglev Project.

NVR continues to own the 
property but has been unable to 
find a viable project. The nursing 
home was demolished. 

The 2006 rezoning and cov- 
enants allow the construction of 
a 90-unit multifamily building in 
a condominium or cooperative 
regime and require the developer 
to obtain city approval of the 
detailed site plan. The city also 
gained the right to review but not 
approve traffic studies, according 
to Community Planner Jessica 
Bellah, in a memorandum to City 
Manager Nicole Ard. Haller also 
talked about the conditions made 
at the time of height restrictions, 
greenspace and attractive parking 
solutions. “Through the current 
covenants the use is limited to 
the approved 90-unit multifam- 
ily project,” said Bellah in this 
memo. 

Michael Postal, a managing 
partner with Tenacity who is 
partnering with NVR on this 
project, explained the previous 
plan would not work financially 
for his company. “The old plan 
is not viable,” said Postal. 

City Planner’s Take 

Bellah explained in the meet- 
ing that at the time of the origi- 
nal proposal there was an identi- 
fied need for more multifam- 
ily units. Since then there has 
been the addition of the Verde 
at Greenbelt Station apartments, 
with 332 units. “We also have 
505 new townhomes on the mar- 
ket,” explained Bellah when talk- 
ing about how the housing needs 
of the city have changed since 
the original proposal. “Generally, 
this is the sort of discussion the 
staff can’t answer for the city. 
The city has to decide ‘Is this 
something you want to see on 
this property?’ Counting into 
the consideration that this is es- 
sentially the last multifamily lot 
we have in the city. There are 
mixed-use areas that could be 
re-developed, but this is the last 
multifamily-use lot,” said Bellah. 

Senior Housing 

Councilmembers Rodney Rob- 
erts, Judith Davis, Edward Putens 
and Silke Pope all expressed 
concerns for the aging citizens of 
Greenbelt and their desire to “age 
in place” or find a home that was 
easier to stay in as mobility be- 
comes an issue. They questioned 
the need for more townhomes in 
Greenbelt. Roberts expressed they 
were inexpensive to construct 
and, “I don’t want cheap for this 
site. I want something that is go- 
ing to serve the citizens for what 
they need.” 

Davis, who was on the council 
at the time of the original pro- 
posal, said, “We want and need 
affordable housing. We want and 
need senior housing.” 

She noted that this project 
would let a lot of people who 
are already here in Greenbelt 
stay and would allow some other 
people to come into the GHI 
units that are truly affordable. 

Brian Gibbons, chair of the 
Advisory Planning Board, talked 
about “looking for creative fund- 
ing options and design approach- 
es, something the city has gotten 
away from. We’ve got an oppor- 
tunity here with this conversation 
but also looking forward.” 

Putens asked the NVR repre- 
sentatives about the possibility of 
a public and private partnership. 
Davis, Mayor Emmett Jordan and 
Putens talked about the possibil- 
ity of support by organizations 
or grants from national or local 
companies to make a senior hous- 


ing option work. The meeting 
ended with a request for more 
information on these possibilities. 

Postal suggested making some 
of the properties be a higher 
density, perhaps three stories of 
living area in each unit, but with 
the ability to separate the space 
into a lower apartment and a 
two-story upper apartment. The 
idea was this would be flexible 
to a resident who could own 
both units, or live in one and 
rent the other out. Councilmem- 
bers seemed to respond to the 
idea in general but Davis, who 
was very vocal about a need for 
senior housing and in particular 
her own need, said, “I’m not 
ready to move in yet.” Some, 
including Putens, had concerns 
with parking. The council asked 
the representatives to come back 
with a new proposal after the 
new year. They requested unique 
ways to solve the senior hous- 
ing need, but not necessarily an 
untried one.

Legion Commemorates SOth 
Anniversary of Vietnam War 


The American Legion Depart- 
ment of Maryland sponsored the 
annual National Security Forum- 
Pearl Harbor Day on December 
7 at Greenbelt American Legion 
Post 136. The event was held as 
part of the continued commemo- 
ration by the American Legion of 
the Vietnam War’s 50th anniver- 
sary. Greenbelt and state leaders 
and guest speakers addressed 
their experiences in the war, as 
well as military and social con- 
siderations of the time. 

Observation of the 50th an- 
niversary of the Vietnam War 
began Memorial Day in 2012 and 
ends in 2025. President Obama’s 
proclamation commemorating the 
50th anniversary of the Vietnam 
War recognized a chapter in our 
nation’s history that must not be 
forgotten. He said, “It will be a 
13-year program to honor and 
give thanks to a generation of 
proud Americans who saw our 
country through one the most 
challenging missions it has ever 
faced.” 

Although the anniversary 
of the Vietnam conflict was a 
prominent feature of the forum, 
Greenbelt Mayor Emmett Jordan 
opened the program reminding 
everyone of President Franklin 
Roosevelt’s words that the Pearl 
Harbor attack on December 7, 
1941 was a date which will live 
in infamy. “We will never forget 
those stirring words,” Jordan said. 
“We have fewer and fewer WWII 
veterans; fewer than one million 
are still living. We owe them a 
tremendous debt of gratitude.” 

Additional Pearl Harbor Day 
history was provided by Mary- 
land Department of Veterans Af- 
fairs Secretary George Owings 
III, who related the return of 
U.S. Navy Chief Petty Officer 
Albert Eugene Hayden’s remains. 
He was the first Maryland vet- 
eran to die in WWII when Japa- 
nese planes sank the battleship 
USS Oklahoma at Pearl Harbor. 
His remains were returned home 
to Maryland 67 years after his 
death, and he was laid to rest 
beside his parents in the St. Jo- 
seph’s parish cemetery in St. 
Mary’s County. Owings also gave 
details of the Maryland state leg- 
islature’s bill that directed, as of

foreign and military correspondent, was guest speaker for the 
Department's annual National Security Forum that commemorated 
the 50th anniversary of the Vietnam War. 


October 2017, that the POW/MIA 
flag be flown on the grounds of 
all state buildings whenever the 
U.S. flag is flown. “Flying the 
POW/MIA flag with the U.S. 
flag honors service members who 
were prisoners of war, service 
members missing in action and 
their families, and reminds us of 
the American values for which 
they fought,” he said. 
Councilmember Judith Da- 
vis, a member of the Greenbelt 
American Legion’s Auxiliary Unit 
136, shared personal memories 
about Vietnam veterans. Davis 
said she has a strong appreciation 
for America’s veterans; her father 
was a WWII veteran of the Euro- 
pean Theater of Operations. She 
said that the Vietnam veterans 
did not receive the acknowledge- 
ment they deserved. “I now fully 
understand and fully appreciate 
(Vietnam veterans’) service,” 
Davis said. “I will remember to 
honor them and never forget.” 
Keynote speaker Joe Galloway, 
a distinguished war and foreign 
correspondent for newspapers 
and wire services, covered the 
Vietnam War, the 1971 India- 
Pakistan War and half a dozen 
other combat operations. In 1998 
Galloway was belatedly decorated 


with a Bronze Star medal with V 
for valor during a battle with the 
North Vietnamese army in the Ia 
Drang Valley in 1965. Galloway 
was there as a journalist and 
during the three days of fighting 
he, while under fire, risked his 
own safety to rescue wounded 
soldiers. “Eighty young men laid 
down their lives during that battle 
and I lived and pledged to tell 
their story, to tell the truth about 
their courage and heroism,” Gal- 
loway said. From that experience 
he co-authored, with the late Lt. 
Gen. Hal Moore, the book We 
Were Soldiers Once...And Young, 
which was made into the movie 
We Were Soldiers. His is the only 
medal of valor the U.S. Army 
awarded to a civilian for actions 
in combat during the entire Viet- 
nam War.

Thinking of Others First

I just think of this title which 
reminded me about my youngest 
daughter Edna. Last July Edna 
planned to take her 14-year-old 
Hanna who was adopted from 
her native Ethiopia when she 
was five years old [to visit her 
birth family in Ethiopia]. That 
was nine years ago in the year of 
2008. They planned to pack their 
belongings so they could stay 
visiting around different places 
for several weeks over there. 
Hanna told Edna that she was 
very much excited about bring- 
ing her American things to show 
them there. Edna advised her not 
to but suggesting her to bring 
simple things for her biological 
mother and family to feel more 
comfortably welcomed. After all, 
Hanna had not seen her mother 
for nine years. Finally both of 
them met each other with a long 
embrace with kisses and tears. 
Everything after their wonderful 
experience turned out to be wor- 
thy of their realistic memory for 
rest of their lives. 

From their experience, it 
popped my mind — flashback 
— during my third year of at- 
tending the School for the Deaf 
in Indianapolis, I was moved to 
second dormitory of about 20 
young girls. I was excited about 
bringing seven or eight differ- 
ent dolls so I could put them 
on my bed near a pillow over 
there. My mother Tish advised 
me not to because she thought of 
other girls whose family might 
be poor due to their hardships. I 
was very stubborn and wanted to 
show off to them. I decided to go 
ahead to bring my dolls into my 
suitcase. The next day at school 
my supervisor saw many of my 
dolls on the bed. It upset her so 
she said “no.” I was to take them 
back home when my parents took 
me home. But the supervisor let 
me keep one or two dolls that 
should be enough for being fair 
with other girls. I gradually ac- 
cepted her advice. Her wisdom 
taught me a lesson to think of 
others first. 

And what is more that another 
experience of mine that I finally 
learned to give up driving my car 
after 40 years of driving. It was 
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Sara Johnston 


in the year of March 15, 2005. It 
had not been easy to do in order 
for me to think of other drivers’ 
safety. Later it helped to bring 
me at peace in a long run after 
my sacrifice. 

Before surgery on my eyes, I 
kept on being stubborn for me 
to stay driving. Then I under- 
went surgery on cataracts and 
glaucoma which lasted one hour 
and 15 minutes in 2005. When I 
came back home, then I left my 
car in the rented garage for three 
weeks. Later I decided to see if 
the battery still operated so I tried 
to pull the car out of the garage. 
All of a sudden, I could feel 
something noisy and loud that hit 
something. I found a garage panel 
that belonged to my neighbor. It 
scared me terribly. The damaged 
area prompted me to drop a note 
to let the neighbor know about it. 

I did not bother to check to 
see if there was any damage to 
my car until the next day when 
my mind became more clear. I 
decided to check it. And I found 
no damage to the car. It surprised 
me completely. Therefore, I felt 
something that urged me to make 
a big sacrifice of driving enough 
to think of other drivers’ safety. I 
accepted it gradually for the bet- 
ter of myself. As if I entered into 
a new chapter without driving a 
car. It further taught me a lesson 
by thinking of others first.

Utopia: The News Review 
at 80 — which had its premiere 
presentation at the Old Greenbelt 
Theatre in November. Attendees 
were delighted. Smiling movie- 
goers exclaimed how warm the 
experience had felt, how it made 
them feel part of something valu- 
able and rare. It was a celebration 
of city spirit and a special ca- 
maraderie. The movie itself will 
become part of the town’s history 
and its very existence makes a 
statement about the community’s 
health and vitality. A second 
showing and discussion by the 
filmmaker, Greenbelter Susan 
Gervasi, is scheduled at OGT on 
January 14 in the afternoon. De- 
tails coming soon to a newspaper 
near you. 

Colorful, Compassionate 

Another landmark this year is 
that the paper is now printed in 
full color — it’s hard to remem- 
ber that it wasn’t — hasn’t the 
sky always been blue? A change 
in printer and improved rates 
allowed the paper to print less 
expensively in color than it did 
in black and white. The paper 
used this windfall to re-structure 
advertising rates, handing a true 
break to Greenbelt’s many volun- 
teer organizations who saw rates 
for advertising fundraisers drop 
substantially. Advertisers formerly 
paying a premium for color got 
it for free — nobody paid more 
for an ad than they had before 


and many paid less. As we go 
forward, these rates will inevita- 
bly rise overall with increasing 
costs but their restructuring in a 
relative sense is nothing less than 
a pledge by the paper to support 
the volunteerism that makes this 
city a real community. 
Distribution 
During the fall, the paper re- 
structured its delivery services to 
Greenbelt West. With cessation 
of hallway deliveries in Franklin 
Park, the paper is now success- 
fully delivered there electroni- 
cally, courtesy of the management 
company, Fieldstone Properties. 
In addition, the paper is now 
distributed to the new Verde at 
Greenbelt Station apartments and 
is available from several external 
boxes at the Metro Station, some 
bus stops as well as racks in the 
Franklin Park Laundry Center 
and offices. This mix of elec- 
tronic and paper deliveries keeps 
the number of physical papers at 
its prior level and adds to that a 
significant increase in electronic 
circulation — over 3,200 Franklin 
Park residents now directly re- 
ceive the paper in their personal 
email boxes. Advertisers gain as 
the paper becomes even more 
accessible to city residents. Resi- 
dents gain from easier access to 
the paper. 
Membership 
At various times in its history,

the Greenbelt News Review 
has been threatened with 
extinction. One plaintive 
editorial in the 1950s said 
that if nobody turned up 
the following week to help 
put out the paper, it was 
a goner. Thank goodness, 
someone did. But look- 
ing again at 1958, rose- 
tinted spectacles would 
have this as the time when 
there were communities 
full of stay-at-home moms, 
zero crime and predictable 
weather — an idyllic com- 
munity of shirt-waisted, 
freshly coiffed June Cleav- 
ers looking for ways to 
contribute to their town. 
Yet the paper was barely 
surviving. 
Space-Time Continuum 

So what kind of time- 
warp is this? How come 
there are more members now 
than in the 50s? A glance at 
today’s masthead shows over 
70 members — looking at 1958, 
there were but 17. One might 
say that Greenbelt is bigger, some 
members are much more active 
than others, the roster is heavily 
weighted toward the old part of 
town and retirees have time to 
invest. Regardless of why, these 
numbers show public spirit is far 
from deficient compared to earlier 
times. Perhaps the conclusion is 
that this city has continuously 
retained its sense of community 
and so attracts the very people 
who make it continue successful- 
ly — an upwards spiral. Perhaps, 
despite the lure of electronics and 
the change in family structures, 
this is still the town it was — but 
better. A local newspaper devoted 
to its community is a significant 
factor in having residents become 
and stay invested. 

Toward Tomorrow 

The next big birthday for the 
paper, 2037, is 20 years out. By 
that time, even the cute babies 
of 1937 so joyfully announced 
in the first issues will sadly most 
likely be history. The current staff 
of the paper will be hanging on 
by its collective fingernails — if 
that. To ensure the vitality of 
the community, new members 
must continuously arise and take

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New Recycling Sheds Accept 
Clothing and Other Textiles 


by Luisa Robles 


The city recently began col- 
lecting unwanted clothing to help 
the planet, the city and all resi- 
dents. With the help of Turnkey 
Enterprises, Greenbelt now has 
two drop-off sheds where people 
can leave a variety of materials 
to be reused or recycled, includ- 
ing clothing, shoes, sneakers, 
belts, purses, blankets, sheets, pil- 
lowcases, drapes and stuffed toys. 

The two sheds are located 
at the Recycling Center at 555 
Crescent Road and at the corner 
of Hanover Drive and Greenway 
Center Drive. 

Donating is very easy. The 
sheds contain clothing drop-off 
receipts. Donors approximate the 
worth of the donation, write the 
dollar amount on the receipt and 
then drop the donation and the 
receipt into the shed. Donated 
items must be clean and dry and 
should be placed in plastic bags. 
Items that cannot be donated 
include oiled rags, fabric scraps, 
toys (other than stuffed) or house- 
hold goods. 

Taking these few steps can 
make a difference for the city 
and the entire planet. 

Turnkey Enterprises partners 
with nonprofit organizations to 
help them raise money by reus- 
ing or recycling unwanted cloth- 
ing. The usable clothing that 
Greenbelt collects is provided to 
less fortunate people who cannot 
afford to maintain an adequate 
wardrobe. They recycle unusable 
items into stuffing, rags or new 
cotton thread. 

Turnkey pays the city for 














clothing collected here, so the 
unwanted items donated are help- 
ing to preserve and improve the 
local community. The dollar value 
of donations can be deducted on 
federal income tax returns, so 
there are advantages for donors, 
the city and recipients.

1. Ensuring good bicycle and 
pedestrian connections to the 
surrounding shopping and of- 
fice areas; 2. Transformation of 
the parking lot to maximize the 
amount of green space and tree 
planting areas; and 3. To nego- 
tiate for an attractive building 
facade. 

Based on the recommenda- 
tion of the Advisory Planning 
Board, sidewalk and pedestrian 
connections from the hotel to 
the Maryland Trade Center and 
retail area at Greenway Shop- 
ping Center were made part of 
the final plan by the applicant. 
The path will be “no less than 
five feet wide and shall meet 
American with Disabilities Act 
(ADA) requirements,” according 
to Bellah, in the memorandum to 
the city manager. “Stamped and 
colored concrete will be used for 
crosswalks and surrounding as- 
phalt will be applied to all graded 
areas to promote safety and i1m- 
prove the aesthetic value of the 
project. Adequate plantings shall 
be provided adjacent to the path 
to provide additional green areas, 
provide buffer between the con- 
nection and adjacent parking,” as 
well as provide general aesthetics. 

The initial proposed plan spec- 
ified the use of exterior insulation 
and finish systems (EIFS) for the 


hotel siding. Yet the PGCPB rec- 
ommended the use of Hardiboard 
instead, as EIFS “is prone to be 
easily damaged, develop cracks 
and is not suitable for heavily- 
trafficked pedestrian areas,” ac- 
cording to Bellah. 

The PGCPB broke with the 
original plan by specifying the 
use of red brick instead of white 
brick, to “provide a richness of 
color and contrast, increasing the 
visual interest of the project,” 
said Bellah. Additionally, it was 
decided that red brick siding be 
periodically run to the roofline. 
These two changes would break 
up the massing of the building 
and improve its aesthetic appeal, 
creating a more comfortable ex- 
perience at the pedestrian level. 

Bike racks to accommodate 
up to 10 bicycles, as well as a 
picnic area, were added to the 
final plan. Said Bellah, “Suf- 
ficient planting area and grow- 
ing media shall be provided to 
support healthy and long-term 
tree growth.” Micro-bioretention 
planter boxes and Filtera struc- 
tures will facilitate stormwater 
mangagement. 

Moving forward, Bellah sees 
“no concerns or issues beyond 
those expressed during the devel- 
opment review process. Wood- 
spring Suites was good to work

young trees and shrubs that pre- 
viously grew on the land where 
the town was built, using them 
to landscape the new community. 

Roosevelt wished to see the 
inside of one of the homes, so 
she picked a house at random 
and paid an impromptu visit to 
Dorothy W. Rider, who wrote an 
article for the Cooperator detail- 
ing her experience with the First 
Lady. Roosevelt complimented 
the furniture and interior design, 
commenting, “This is what I 
wanted to see — one of their 
houses being used, being lived 
in — not a display house.” Rider 
reported that Roosevelt “left us 
feeling that she, whom we had 
admired at a distance, was now a 
personal friend.” 

Roosevelt took an abiding 
interest in Greenbelt, and she 
intervened at key points in its 
development to ensure that its 
planned amenities were realized. 
She had visited Greenbelt while 
the town was under construction, 
and she would return a third time 
to host a bond rally during World 
War II. But it was her surprise 
visit in December 1937 that gave 
her the chance to see the town 
newly come to life. Summing
